Figures don’t lie—and in th e case of railroad 
purch asing, once th e backbone of scores of Amer­ 
ican industries, th ey tell a sad but th ruth ful 
story . 
In th e five y ears from 1925 to 1929 inclusive, 
railroads h ad a net operating income of about 
$6,000,000,000 — and th eir purch ases totaled 
almost $7,000,000,000. 
In th e next five-y ear period, railroad income 
dropped to $2,600,000,000 — and railroad pur­ 
ch ases declined to th e abnormally low total of 
$3,117,000.00. 
Wh ere, even in th e bad y ear of 
1931, th e rails bough t $615,000,000 worth of goods 
from factories, mines and timber-producers, th ey 
bough t only $319,000,000 worth in 1933. Last y ear 
th e trend turned somewh at upward, bringing 
purch ases to $625,000,000, wh ich was $65,000,000 
more th an th eir net operating income. 
Th ese statistics certainly provide proof of th e 
oft-made statem ent th at revival of freigh t and 
passenger business, wh ich would be immediately 
reflected in soaring railroad buy ing, would be a 
migh ty influence for recovery . 
Ever since th e 
war, th e rails h ave faced more and more prob­ 
lems — th ey h ave been overtaxed and overregu­ 
lated, wh ile some of th eir competitors h ave been 
subsidized with public money , and oth ers h ave 
been practically free from government super­ 
vision.
